A RETURN, showing the Charge and Discharge of the Office for the Registratioh of 
Deeds in Dublin , in each Year, from the 31st day of December 183a to the 31st day of 
December 1838. 

The Charge is to distinguish the several Sources from whence it has arisen, whether from 
Registration of Deeds, Ejectment Decrees, Anonymous Partnerships, Negative Searches, Common 
Searches, Personal Searches, or from Miscellaneous Receipts of any kind ; the Number and Average 
Cost of each Description of Search, or of Registry, is to be distinctly set forth in each Year. 

The Discharge of each Year is to be separated into Ordinary and Extraordinary Expen- 
diture ; distinguishing the Charge for fixed Salaries from Payments to Extra Clerks, &c. ; also, 
to state the Amount paid for Parchment, Books, Binding, Stationery, Furniture, Fuel, Servants, 
Repairs or Alterations of the Office, and Miscellaneous ; and the Number of Clerks employed in 
the Office at any Period of the Year beyond those appointed by the Act 2 & 3 Will. IV. c. 87, 

Annexed to the Return is to be a Statement of the Number of Volumes of Day-books, Indexes, 
Abstract-books, Transcript Books, (distinguishing Duplicates,) and Files of Memorials which have 
been completed since the 31st day of December 183a, with the Average Number of Folios in each 
Class ; also, the Number of Volumes of Indexes which are now in progress, to be completed on the 
31st day of December 1839 ; also, to state what progress has been made in forming the First Series 
of consolidated Indexes, and the Number of Volumes, or the Value of the Stock of Parchment 
which has been procured for the same, or which is now on hand ; and whether any and what 
progress has been made in copying the old Indexes and Abstract-books,

opportunity offers. But neither this nor any other branch of the re-construction of the old Indexes can proceed as extensively or 
quickly as the Funds of the Office will admit of, by reason of the great want of room ; even in the current business of the Office this 
"ant is productive of much inconvenience. 

The stock of Parchment now on hands, chiefly applicable in the first place to the Consolidated Indexes, is of the value of 2,358/., 
n >‘ thereabouts. Until after the close of the Series or 31 Dec. 1839, it will be impossible to say with accuracy how much of this may 
be required for tlie purpose ; but there is more than sufficient, and the surplus will he applicable, as designed, towards the re-construc- 
tiou of the old Indexes, as well as tlie current business of the Office.
